The Master Attendant of Madras has given notice that owing to the extension of the 
Harbour Works into deep water, it has become necessary to shift the Northern and Southern 
Port Buoys into eight fathoms of water. These buoys, which are painted half red and half 
white vertically, should henceforward be looked upon as danger buoys, and Commanders of 
Vessels, making or leaving the anchorage, are hereby warned not to pass in shore of either 
of ,these buoys by day, nor to come under eight fathoms by night, as the rubble bases of 
both groynes extend much further seaward than the walls themselves, and in some places 
have only 17 feet of water on them. 

The middle, or large buoy which is painted red, is laid down in six and a quarter 
fathoms, and marks the western limit of the anchorage for steamers.

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HIGH COURT NOTICES. 


Circular Order issued by authority of the High Court of Judicature at 
Fort William in Bengal. 


CIVIL. 
No. 82, dated the 1st September 1879. 


The attention of all civil judicial officers is called to the changes in the law on the 
subject of the admission in evidence of uustamped or insufficiently stamped documents 
effected by the Indian Stamp Act, 1879. 


2. By section 20, Act XVIII, 1869, Civil Courts were required to satisfy themselves 
that the omission to execute a document tendered in evidence and found not to hear a 
proper stamp had not arisen from an intention to evade payment of the proper duty, and, 
on being so satisfied, they were empowered to receive the amount of stamp duty deficient, 
together with a penalty varying from five to twenty times the deficiency, and thereon to 
certify on the instrument that the proper stamp duty had been levied thereon. An 
instrument so certified became admissible it evidence as if originally executed on paper 
bearing the proper stamp. 

8. By section 21, Civil Courts were required to register payments of stamp duty and 
penalties, and endorse the amount on the instruments admitted undef section 20, and, at 
the close of each month, to muke a return to the Collector of all such receipts, and pay the 
same to him. 


4. By the Act of 1879, Courts are no longer required to enquire into the circumstances 
under which an unstamped or insufficiently stamped document came to be executed on paper 
not bearing a proper stamp. By section 38, all public officers, with certain exceptions, are 
required to examine every instrument chargeable with duty which comes before them in 
the performance of their official functions, and ¢o impound any instrument which appears 
not to be duly stamped. Every Court impounding an instrument must forthwith note it 
as “impounded ;” such note shall be dated and signed with the ordinary full signature of 
the impounding officer. 

5. Under section 34 such instrument may be admitted in evidence in a Civil Court. 
If the party desiring to use it shall pay the amount necessary to make up the proper stamp 
duty, together with a penalty of Rs. 5, or when ten times the amount of deficient duty 
exceeds Ks. 5, then with a penalty of ten times such amount. 


6. Section 39 requires that Civil Courts shall certify by endorsement on every instru- 
ment admitted in evidence under section 34 that the proper duty and pendity have been 
levied in respect thereof, and the name and residence of the person paying them. 


7. Section 85 requires every Civil Court to send to the Collector an authenticated 
copy of every impounded instrument admitted in evidence. The endorsement required by 
section 39 should be transcribed on such copy. When an impounded instrument has not 
been admitted in evidence, whether from failure to pay the requisite duty and penalty, 
irrelevancy, want of registration, or other cause, it must be sent in original to the Collector. 
In such cases the provisions of section 43, paragraph 2, are applicable. The copy to be made 
under this section must be retained in the custody of the Court. 


8. Section 39, paragraph 2, entitles persons tendering documents on which deficient 
stamp duty and penalty has been levied under section 84 to reclaim the same; but the 8rd 
paragraph of that section directs that the Oourt shall not, under any circumstances, deliver 
it before the expiration of one month from the date of impounding it; and if the Collector 
has certified that its further detention is necessary, it shall not deliver it so long as such — 
certificate is not cancelled. “It is obvious that the transmission of the copy to the Collector 
should be made with the least possible delay, to enable him to make such enquiry as ma‘ 
be necessary within the month for which the instrument is to be detained’ ‘The High” 
Court therefore directs that every such copy shall be despatched not later than 48 hours _ 
from the time when the original is impounded. LS “il

4. There is much therefore to recommend the suggestion of Mr. Wells, 
the Officiating Commissioner of Rajshahye and Cooch Behar, that leases for a 
period of years, instead of annval leases, should be encouraged. ‘I'he information 
obtained in reply to the circular of the 8rd January last shows that in very 
few districts indeed are such leases now given, and the Lieutenant-Governor 
accordingly directs the attention of all Commissioners and Magistrates to this 
question. Wherever the circumstances of a ferry are not subject to much 
variation, and where respectable and trustworthy farmers come forward to take 
the lease, it would be generally advisable to put it up for a period of five years. 

5. The Ferry Fund and the Provincial Reserve Fund having been abolished, 
all expenditure that is incurred for office establishments, fur contingencies, or 
for any other purpose not specified in section 7, clause 1, will be debited generally 
as provincial expenditure, and must be incurred under the same sanction as 
all other provincial expenditure. 

6. Under section 3 of Regulation VI of 1819, the Government has to 
determine whether ferries are public ferries or not; and as there are some 
ferries under the control of Government officers in Khas Mehals, and, it is 
believed, in some cases in Municipalities, which are not public ferries, care 
should be taken to keep them distinct from public ferries, the rules for which 
will not apply to them, None of the orders in this Resolution apply to such 
ferries, which will continue to be managed as private ferries, unless converted 
into public ferries according to law. 

A Under .section 4 of Regulation VI of 1819, the Magistrate has 

mene power to issue orders and frame rules for the regulation of ferrics. As pointed 
out by Mr. Pellew, the Officiating Commissioner of Burdwan, the greatest 
diversity is found to prevail as regards the use which has been made of this 
section. In some districts no orders of any formal kind appear to have 
been issued; in others, orders widely differing in character. The Lieutenant- 
Governor does not think it advisable to issue an absolutely uniform set of 
*pules for the adoption of Magistrates in all districts, without any reference to 
the character of the rivers and the habits of the people. At the same time it 
is very desirable that some approach to uniformity should be secured. A set 
of rules has therefore been drawn up, based upon the recommendations of the 
Commissioners and on the opinion of the Legal Remembrancer, and Sir Steuart 
ey desires that it should be taken as a general specimen of the orders 
which ought to be issued under section 4, Such Magistrates as see no local 
ction to the introduction of the rules as prescribed should introduce them 
ut change.

modify the rates then laid down, and accordingly they have been introduced 
into the code of rules appended to this Resolution. It is presumed that all public 
ferries are already classed under one of the heads therein prescribed, and that tolls 
are levied accordingly ; if this has not been done, the classification should now 
be made and approved of by the Commissioner. Whenever any change is con- 
sidered expedient in the classification of a ferry, the sanction, of the Commis- 
sioner should be obtained. 
10. It was reported by the Officiating Commissioner of Chittagong that 
a practice prevailed in the Noakholly district of granting season tickets to 
persons constantly using the ferries. The proposal seemed to be worthy ‘of 
adoption elsewhere, if it could be introduced without injury to the farmers, and 
accordingly further information was called for from the Officiating Commis- 
sioner. His reply shows that no system has yet been introduced, and the prac- 
tical difficulties of working such a proposal seem to be considerable. The 
Lieutenant-Governor is not therefore in a position to prescribe any rule 
on the subject. If any Magistrate sees his way to framing practicable rules 
for granting season tickets, he may propose them to the Commissioner. 
11. Itis equally desirable to introduce some uniformity as regards the form 
_ of kabulyut to be taken from ferry farmers. A specimen form is therefore

BYE-LAWS, 


For regulating the time and mode of collecting taxes. 


1, Every officer authorized to grant receipts shall be provided with a certificate of his 
authority to collect, and every certificate shall bear the seal of the Municipality and the 
signature of the Chairman or Vice-Chairman. Every collecting officer at the time of 
demanding payment shall show his certificate, if required, and no tax-payer shall be bound 
to pay unless a receipt is tendered to him. 

2. Every person required in writing to furnish any schedule or return which the 
Commissioners may lawfully require him to furnish, shall send such schedule or return to 
the office of the Commissioners within two weeks from the date of service of the requisition 
in the manner described in section 367 of the Act. Every person failing todo so shall be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding Rs. 5, and to a penalty not exceeding Re. 1 for every day 
the omission shall continue. . 

4 8. Payment of purchase-moncy for property sold,and delivery of the property, shall
